Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Wechkin proposed several changes to the claims to overcome 
the rejections set forth in the prior Office action. In claims 1,11, and 20, Mr. Wechkin proposed the addition of a 
limitation that the control system is operativeiy coupled to the (second) chemical delivery system. This limitation is 
supported by the specification at lines 3-8 on page 17 of the original disclosure. The combination of the control system 
operativeiy coupled to the (second) chemical delivery system and the instructions that direct the drive mechanism to 
move the workpiece support during application of the spray from the (second) chemical delivery system distinguishes 
the instant claims over the prior art of record. 

The limitations of claim 34, previously indicated as containing allowable subject matter, will be incorporated into 
independent claim 39. 

In claims 47 and 56, Mr. Wechkin proposed amending the limitation "the first and second annular channels being in 
fluid communication with each other" to identify that the outlets of the first and second annular channels are in fluid 
communication with each other. This limitation distinguishes the instant claims over the prior art of record because 
Reid teaches that the outlets should be separate to reclaim solution. 

These suggested changes would distinguish the instant claims over teachings of the prior art of record. 
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
